Washington, Feb. 12. — Im­ 
peachment was being considered 
today as the next step in the 
senate’s efforts to oust Secretary 
of the Navy Denby from the 
cabinet because of his connection 
with the naval oil leases. 
'Pile senate late yesterday by a vote 
of 4 7 to 34 called on P resident Cool­ 
idge to dem and th a t D enby resign. 
F o u r hours la te r Mr. Coolidge in a 
sta te m en t defied th e upper house and 
refused em p h atically to pay any a t ­ 
ten tio n to the senate dem ands. 
He said the sen ate had no rig h t to 
m ake it. 
Denby him self had n o thing 
to say w hen he* was told th a t the 
senate m ay Impeach him, b u t previ­ 
ously had stated he would not resign. 
The best legal m inds In th e house 
and sen ate w ill now consider w h e th ­ 
er im peachm ent proceedings ag a in st 
Denby would be likely to succeed. 
If th ere is a possibility th a t Denby 
would beat th e im peachm ent court, 
th e action probably will not be ta k ­ 
en. 
M eanw hile th e re was trem endous 
in d ig n atio n in th e sen ate a g a in st Mr. 
Coolidge for his refusal to heed 'the 
dem ands couched in th e Robinson re­ 
solution.

NOT ENOUGH VOTES 
TO OUST DENBY 
W ashington, Feb. 
12.— Im peach­ 
m ent of S ecretary of the N avy Denby 
at this tim e is unlikely because of 
inab ility to get a tw o -th ird s vote of 
th e senate to oust him. 
This was th e conclusion today of 
senators canvassing the situ atio n to 
see w h e t h e r im peachm ent would suc­ 
ceed in forcing D enby from th e cab­ 
inet after P resident 
Coolidge 
last 
n ig h t in defiance, of a se n ate reso lu ­ 
tion calling for D epby’s resignation, 
said he would not now ask Denby to 
quit. 
F inal decision reg a rd in g im peach­ 
m ent proceedings will not be made 
how ever u n til fu rth e r conferences. 
W hile D enby’s critics w ere consid­ 
erin g this step, the senate Teapot 
Dome com m ittee got evidence con­ 
nectin g Silas H. S traw n, Chicago, one 
of P resident Coolidge’s special coun­ 
sel to prosecute th e oli leasing cases, 
w ith a S tan d ard Oil bank. 
S traw n 
told com m ittee m em bers last n ig h t 
in executive session, it was learned, 
he was a director of the F irs t N atio n ­ 
al bank of Chicago. 
E dw ard E. Brown, vice-president 
of th e bank, told the com m ittee to ­ 
day his bank handled finances of the 
Stan d ard Oil com pany of In d ian a and 
was in Chicago know n as th e " S ta n d ­ 
ard Oil b a n k .”

The a* companying portrait by Colonel Freeman Thorp, who was 
well known in Brainerd, is the only known portrait of Abraham Lin­ 
coln drawn entirely from life. 
There Is no photograph or painting that 


it is like it in position, outline or 
expression. 
W riting 
from 
bis 
sum m er 
home at Hubert, Minn., shortly 
before his death. C ol.Thorp said: 
"I have devoted myself to the 
study and practice of portraiture 
as a life work for the main pur­ 
pose of giving to the world a 
correct portrait of Lincoln as he 
looked to those who knew him 
well and when he was president 
and was meeting with such com ­ 
plete fitness, the great respon­ 
sibility that revolved upon him. 
"I was, as a boy an expert 
with the pencil. 
I studied and 
sketched 
Lincoln from life at 
Geneva. Ohio, where on his way 
to W ashington to be inaugurated, 
he stopped F ebruary 15th, 1861, 
to enable me to do this while 
he was meeting the people there 
and while he made them a brief 
little speech, with his face lit up 
with pleased animation, and the 
inherent hum an kindness ch ar­ 
acteristic of his life. 
After that 
I was a volunteer cavalry sol­ 
dier in the Civil war. 
I went to 
Washington on a furlough to study Lincoln; also studied and sketched 
him at Gettysburg when and while he made his famous address. 
I knew 
and talked with Lincoln, briefly of course. 
He never Baw the G ettys­ 
burg sketch, nor any of the other hasty sketches I made, but suw and 
approved the Geneva sketch and 
said 
that if a po rtrait of him 
was to be perpetuated he hoped it would not have the long-drawn 
down face and sorrowful look that photographs usually gave him. After 
the Civil war L was requested by leading senators to come to W ashing­ 
ton, w here I was told by senators and prom inent representatives who 
had been closely associated with Lincoln, th at there was no portrait or 
photograph of him that represented him as they knew him, and after 
seeing my sketches of him they decided that with my correct sketches 
and vivid impression of him from actual stu d y 'from life, I could paint 
a correct portrait of him when I should have acquired the necessary 
skill in the technique of painting. 


To ennhtfe me to-do this and thereby secure for all time a portrait 
of Lincoln as he actually looked in the perform ance of his great work, 
the> had a studio built expressly for me on the roof of the senate wing 
of the Capitol, fifty years aga, admitted me to the floor of the house 
and senate for 20 years to get from those who kpew Lincoln Intlrfiutfely 
Undy impressions 
of him, 
and g av e’.m e every 
possible facility for the 
study of. his work, his character, his individuality, utterances and w rit-

My portrait of him was purchased by unanim ous vote of the se n ­ 
ate and hangs in the corridor of the senate with the portraits of W ash­ 
ington, Jefferson and other presidents, the only portrait of Lincoln the 
government ever would, ever did and probably ever will buy.”

home at Hilbert, Minn., shortly 
before bis death. Col. Thorp said: 
“I have devoted myself to the 
study and practice of portraiture 
as a life work for the main pur­ 
pose of giving to the world a 
correct portrait of Lincoln as he 
looked to those who knew him 
well and when he was president 
and was meeting with such com­ 
plete fitness, the great respon­ 
sibility that revolved upon him. 
"I was, as a boy an expert 
with tile pencil. 
I studied and 
sketched Lincoln from life at 
Geneva. Ohio, where on his way 
to Washington to be inaugurated. 
he stopped February 15th, 1861, 
to enable me to do this while 
he was meeting the people there 
and while he made them a brief 
little speech, with his face lit up 
with pleased animation, and the 
inherent human kindness char­ 
acteristic of his life. 
After that 
I was a volunteer cavalry sol­ 
dier in the Civil war. I went to 
Washington on a furlough to study Lincoln; also studied and sketched 
him at Gettysburg when and while he made his famous address. I knew 
and talked with Lincoln, briefly of course. 
He never saw the Gettys­ 
burg sketch, nor any of the other hasty sketches I made, but saw and 
approved the Geneva sketch and 
said that if a portrait of him 
was to be perpetuated he hoped it would not have the long-drawn 
down face and sorrowful look that photographs usually gave him. After 
the Civil war L was requested by leading senators to come to Washing­ 
ton, where I was told by senators and prominent representatives who 
had been closely associated with Lincoln, that there was no portrait or 
photograph of him that represented him as they knew him, and after 
seeing my sketches of him they decided that with my correct sketches 
and vivid impression of him from actual study'from fife, I could paint 
a correct portrait of him when I should have acquired the necessary 
skill in the technique of painting. 
"To enable me to-do this and thereby secure for a ll'tira e a portrait 
of Lincoln as he actually looked in the performance of his great work, 
they had a studio built expressly for me on the roof of the senate wing 
of the Capitol, fifty years ago, admitted me tp lbe floor of the house* 
and senate for 20 years to get from those who knew Lincoln intli&itbly 
their impressions of him, and g a v e me every possible facility for the 
study oI his work, his character, his individuality, utterances and w rit- 
sliQjgjjj> aud* jj.ll the pictures of him that, have ,eyer been made.,« 
"My portrait of him was purchased by unanimous vote of the sen­ 
ate and hangs in the corridor of the senate with the portraits of Wash­ 
ington, Jefferson and other presidents, the only portrait of Lincoln the 
government ever would, ever did and probably ever will buy."

W here all fresh meat and vegetables 
must be purchased just for the soup, 
of course, it is more expensive. 
This 
is especially trite of the small f am ­ 
ilies where the housewife is betrii 
able to regulate the amount of food 
to be bought and cooked for eat ii 
meal, so that there are few left-overt 
In this case, it is advisable to keep 
a few’ cans of some well known q u a l­ 
ity brand of commercial soup on the 
pantry shelves, 
as 
an 
e m e r g e n t 
stock. 
There are two classes of soups— 
milk and stock soups— and these in­ 
clude practically all 
kinds. 
Vege­ 
tables are combined with either milk 
or meat stock, or both. 
The many 
varieties of soup get their names 
from the different materials used in 
them. which 
give 
substance 
and 
flavor. 
Some of the vegetables most com­ 
monly used in soups are, potatoes, 
young carrots, celery, ripe tomatoes, 
flue corn, parsley, barley, rice, m aca­ 
roni. baby lima beans, Dutch c a b ­ 
bage, okra, onions and 
sweet 
red 
peppers. 
For soup stocks, pieces of rough 
muscle and bone, such as shin, neck, 
ox-tails and calves’ heads, are used. 
Smoked, salted, or very fat meat in 
an y larger q u a n t ity is undesirable 
although sometimes a hit of ham or 
bacon is used for flavor. 
The general rule for stock is to 
allow for every pound of meat and 
bone I q u art cold water. I teaspoon 
salt. 4 peppercorns, 4 cloves, % tea­ 
spoon mixed herbs, and I tablespoon 
of each vegetable cut fine. 
F o r clear soups, the top should bo 
skimmed as it cooks, however, who'o 
n utrim e nt is the chief end, the stociv 
should not be skimmed for this would 
mean removing a large part of tho 
albumen and globulin of the me fit 
AVhen the soup has been cooked su f­ 
ficient ly, it should be allowed to cool 
•so t h a t the fat will rise to the top 
an d can b e ' fakpn off. 
It is then 
ready to re-heat and serve. 
For invalids, clear broths or con 
sorames and tom ato soups are pre­ 
ferred. 
For 
the* heartier ap p e tite 
vegetable, meat and vegetable mixed 
ox-tail and chicken soups are deli­ 
cious.
